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Thcso statistics clearly show an enormous reduction In tlio caso Inclilenco of 
syphilis among the women anil children of tho circumcised Jews, ami in 
view of what has atrc&dy been said the only deduction which can reasonably 
be drawn from their study Is that if tho practlco of circumcision wero to 
becomo ns general among Christians as It Is among Jews a proportionately 
great reduction of the caso incidence of syphilis would tako placo among their 
women and children, and this amply proves that tho end justifies tho means. 
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Intra uterine Rickets.—F. O. Adroit, of London (Ilritith Maticaf Jour¬ 
nal, September 7,1901, p. 697), describes under this titlo the physical appear- 
hiico and post-mortem findings in a fcmalo child first seen by him a few 
weeks boforo death, at tho ago of fifteen months. Tho child was ono of twins, 
tho last children of healthy parents. The mother altogether had had seven 
living children, as well as eight miscarriages; these included threo pairs of 
twins, ono of each of tho two previous pairs bad, however, been a “ false 
conception ” and born dcAd. Tho living children wero all well, Tho last 
p.iir of twins, ono of whom was tho patient, were, in tho mother's opinion/ 
three weeks premature. Sho was well when carrying them, and knew of 
nothing abnormal in her diet during the pregnancy. Tho mother was cer¬ 
tain that the baby's lege were at birth quite tho samo as at tho timo of 
observation. 

At the timo of death the child showed marked rhachittc changes in tho 
trunk and abnormal curvatures of tho limbs. Many of thoso curves wero tho 
ones commonly associated with rickets and usually oxplalned as being due to 
muscular tractions, or to methods of progression and support of tho body 
weight. It Is interesting and suggestive, however, In tho author's opinion, 
tlmt many of these curves could be produced entirely by intra-uterlno press¬ 
ure, such as tho longitudinal chest groovo for the arms to rest in, and the 
curve of tho femora against the trunk. This latter was exactly the samo 
curve ns was noted in Makin's case (a baby fourteen days old). Homo of tho 
curves, on tho other hand, wero quito unusual, and could only ho oxplaincd 
by the intrA-ntcrine folding of tho child. Thcso wero tho curvo of tho lower 
end of the forearm with Us convexity forward and Inward, and tho curve 
of the right leg, with Ha convexity forward and Inward, and a curvo of 
tho right leg, with Its concavity forward and outward, acrow which con¬ 
cavity tho left leg lay. These unusual curves wero only satisfactorily 
explained by replacing tbo child in its fatal posture. 
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'l'lio author consider* Hie coao Dio most conclusive yet published from Die 
point of view of the curves being due to inlra-uterine pressure. 8lmllnr 
cases liavo been reported by Harlow and by Makln. 

In discussing Ibis enso Ashby referred to tho ease of an Infant brought to 
the hospital when fourteen days old with five fractures of tho long hones. 
There was also marked cranlolabcs and typical deformed rickety chest. 
When seen nine mouths after, the Infant had tiro teeth and there was no 
algo of rickets. Kscludlng cases of achondroplasia, there was a fair number 
of cases recorded of so-called Intra-utcrlne rickets; hut, as far as he knew, 
very few had been oiarnlned pathologically shortly after birth. Ho had 
sonio doubts as to whether such cases were Into rickets, llo thought pos¬ 
sibly they were really eases of ostooporoals, the result of malnutrition during 
Intra uterine life. They resembled the eases of osteoporosis found In puppies 
fed on food In which there was a deficient amount of lime-salts. 

Symptoms of Typhoid lever in Infancy and Childhood.—J. P. Crozeii 
(iRtrriTII ( Journo! of Mr Amerimn Mulioil dtwlatwa, 1901, vol. xxxyiI., 
No. 7) very succinctly sums up tlio symptomatology of typhoid fever in 
young pntlcnls In tho following sentences: 

Most cases of this disease, when affecting tho very young, are of tho ambu¬ 
latory type. The child le hardly Indlapoeed, although anorexia and head¬ 
ache aro sometimes noted. In a minority of patients vomiting may usher 
in the disease and lover may be high at the outset. 

The mortality of typhoid In childhood le not far from 3 per cent., and, 
roughly speaking, tho younger the child tho boiler the prognosis. Thus tho 
mortality is less in tho first than in tho second quinquennium. As In adulte, 
||, j roseola Is commonly but not universally present, fn some cases tho rssh 
is vory abundant, covering tlio wholo Integument. 

Enlargement of tlio spleen Is doubtless constantly present, although not 
always discoverable. Eplstaxla Is often present, although exact ataliatics 
aro wanting. The courao of the disease la dislinclly shorter In the young, 
and tlfo average duration is about seventeen days. 

Diarrhoea la much lesa frequently present in the child, while, on tho other 
hand, vomiting, rare In tho adult, Is of common occurrence, not only as an 
initial phenomenon, but throughout tho disease, and it has even been seen 
as a terminal symptom In eases ending fatally. Tympanites and hemorrhage 
aro of raro occurrence In tho child, and the same may ho said of perforation. 
Tlio nervous phenomena aro not marked In childhood. 

Finally, ns a point ol great practical significance, it ahould ho staled that 
the onset of typhoid In tho child may simulate meningitis to a moro char¬ 
acteristic extent than in the adult. 

Observations upon Milk Coagulation and Digestion.— Khanki.in W. 
White ( Journal o/ Me notion Socitty of MfJical Seltiaf, 1901) has made 
same Important observations as to the value of varloua methods of rendering 
tlio protcids of cow’s milk morq readily digestible. Tho scope of hi* inquiry 
covered tho following questions -. First, whether or not cereal decoctions 
rouder tlio milk curd moro lino and soft than a slmplo dilution willi water; 
second, whether one cereal Is better than another for this purpose; third,
